Research Plant: 
Will Employ 250

The Bensalem Township Board 
of Supervisors granted a zoning 
change last night, paving the way 
for the construction of a new re­ 
search. development and manu­ 
facturing facility 
on 
a 25-acre 
tract at the intersection of Street 
and Trevose Roads. 
The 20,000 square foot center 
will be built by the Vector Man­ 
ufacturing 
Company 
of 
South­ 
hampton. 
The company is engaged in the 
manufacture 
of 
electronic 
air­ 
borne and ground receiving equip­ 
ment. 


The announcement was made by 
Gordon R. Ex ley, IL director of 
the Bucks County Industrial De­ 
velopment Committee, after the 
zoning change was approved. 
He commended the decision of 
supervisors Raemond Wink, Ted 
Zajac and Roy Green in granting 
the rezoning. 
According to Exley. the Vector 
company promises to be one of 
the most important manufactur­ 
ing concerns in Lower Bucks Coun­ 
ty. The proposed new facility is 
exacted to employ 250 persons. 
The company now employs IOO in 
Southampton.
